Jack Kelm was one of Denver's most notorious 
robbers in the early 1910s. the taller partner of the

age. said Wayne Patler.son. a retired' warden. 

Kelm was arrested Tuesday in Longmont, 
northeast of Boulder, after robbing a bank and 
making his getaway on a stolen bicycle, the FBI 
said.
